ROOSEVELT WILL LEAD 
IN PEACE MOVEMENT 


Kact Night President Was Clossted 
With Japanese Ambassador in 
Regard to Peace—What Count 
Cassini Says of Russia’s 
Attitude. 


Washington, May 29.—Quick to realise 
the far-reaching effect of Admiral Ro- 
jJestvensky’s disastrous defeat, in the Ko- 
rean straits, and in keeping with his 
promise announced a long time ago fo 
Go all in his power to bring the bellig- 
erents in the Far East to direct negotia- 
tions at the propert time, President 
Roosevelt tonight recalved by special 
appointment Mr. Takahira, the Japanese 
minister, and a conference followed for 
the greater part of the evening. Mr. 
Takahira calied at the white house short- 
ly after 9 o'clock this evening and was 
immediately received. 

Sir Mortimer Durand, the British am- 
bassador, who is just back from London, 
where he was received by the king, will 
lunch with the president Wednesday, 
when the whole gityation will be thor- 
oughly discussed: Count Casgeini, the 
Ruvestan’anbassador, said tonight that 
he expected to see the president. before 
the weék is dvér and Baron Sternbérg, 
the German amibasdador, who was early 
at the Russian embassy today, where he 
rémained for somé time in conference 
with the ambassador, is constantly ina 
touch with the president. 

Roosevelt. Will Lead. 

At the interested embassies and lega- 
tions during the evéning the opinion was 
firmly expressed that President Pvose- 
velt would undoubtedly Tead the neutral 
nations In thé efforts or bring about 
peace. In tonight's conference it is 
thought that the president's first object 
Was to ascertain on what basis Japan 
can discuss the question of peace. 

At the Russian embassy tonight Count 
Cassini said: “Talk of, peace is prema- 
ture. If the victory be as stupendous 
as the Japanese would have the world 
believe, the neutral powers- can scarcely 
wish for Japan to be allowed to remain 
without a taste of defeat. Much as I 
should welcome an end of the war for 
@eme reasons. my belief is that the ef- 
fect of Rojestvensky’s. defeat will be the 
immediate prolongation of the war. Rus- 
sia ahuat fight on perhaps for years, but 
‘until the tables are turned."’ 

At the Japanese legation Minjeter Taka- 
hira had earlier in. the day expressed his 
keen satisfaction at the victory of Togo. 
“T cannot discuss the effects of this bat- 
tle,”” he said, ‘‘until the final reports are 
received: until we Know Rojestvensky’s 
fate. Ask Russia, not Japan, if the hour 
of peace has arrived. Our fleet is still 
pursuing the enemy. It is to Russia, not 
to Japan, that the Initiative toward peace 
is to be looked for.” 

France Thinks It Means Peace. 

Paris, May 29.—The magnitude of the 
Russian naval @easter has fairly stun- 
ned French public opinion, which had 
hoped that late advices would show that 
Japan had also suffered some share of 
the losses. However, dispatches show- 
ing that the Japanese fieet escaped prac- 
tically unscathed from the encounter dis- 
pelled the hope entertained that Vice Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky, by sacrificing a por- 
tion of hie fleet, had succeeded in crip- 
pling Viee Admiral Togo's fleet to such 
ah extent that the Japanese would be" 
placed in a position of inferiority.

London Hopes for Peace. 

London, May 29.—Operators on the 
stock exchange were cheerful over fhe 
Far Eastern news, hoping that the bat- 
tle might prove decisive and lead to 
peace. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister, 
in an interview this evening, said: 

“We all rejoice at Togo’s magnificent 
victory. We had confidently expected 
this but not such an overwhelming vic- 
tory. At the same time we were not 
entirely free from anxiety. Now we 
feel quiet in our minds and the remainder 
seems assured. Regarding whether this 
fight will prove a step fh the direction 
of peace we cannot judge. The ques- 
tion must be regarded from the Russian 
standpoint. One thing is certain; this 
makes the Japanese further naval and 
military operations very easy. If the 
war continues Viadivostak mmy become 
a second Port Arthur, It seems impeos- 
sible under the circumstances that Rus- 
sia will send more ships to the Far 
Kast.’ 

Vieuna Says Russia Must Sue, 

Vienna, May 29.—The comments in the 
afternoen newspapers here today are ex- 
clugively te the effect that-Mussia is con 
clusively beaten’ and that mothing re- 
mains but to sue for peace.

JAPANESE OFFICIAL REPORT 
OF GREAT NAVAL BATTLE. 
Washington, May 29.—-The following of- 
ficial report from Tokio was received at 


the Japanese legation today: 

“'Tékio, May 29.—Reports received from 
Admiral Togo at the Japanese head- 
quarters. First report received morning 
of May 27th, immediately upon the re- 
eeipt of the report that the Russian 
squadron: was in sight ovr _ combined 
squadron started for attack. Weather 
fine today, but with heavy seas. 
“Second report received night of May 
27. Combined squadron attacked Rus- 
sian squadron today near Okinoshima 
(southeast of Tsushima), and defeated it, 
sinking at least four ships and inflict- 
ing heavy damage ~wpon others. Dam- 
age to our ships is insignificant. Our 
Gestroyers and torpedo flotillas delivered 
attack after sunset. 

“Third report recelved Monday, May 
20. Main force of our combined squad- 
ron continued pursuit since the 27th, and 
attacked 28th near TIlancourt rocks 
(northeast of Okinoshima), a group con- 
sisting of Nicolai I (battleship), Orel

prisoners vessels sunk in engagement 
May 27 were Borodino (battleship), Alex- 
andra IIl (battleship), 
three other ships.

GREATEST NAVAL BATTLE 
FOUGHT SINCE TRAFALGAR 

Berlin, May 29.—Nava] critics in the 
evening papers accept without reserve the 
dispatches from Tokio and bufld on them 
} the view that the war has entered up on 
the last phase in which the Japanese 
command of the sea will continue un- 
threatened wntil the end. 

The battle of Saturday is called the 
greatest fleet action for a hundred years, 
or since Trafalgar, and is classed here 
as being immensely greater than the Ad- 
riatic sea fight in 1866 or the nava! bat- 
tle of Santiago in 1898. While the de- 
tails are too few to enable the whole 
picture to be reconstructed, enough is 
evident for the expert commentators to 
think it indicates qa decisive defeat of 
the Russians and the probability of 
-the final destruction or surrender of ths 
fugitive remnants of Rojestvensky’s 
fleet.

“It is the beginning of the end,” he 
aid, “and I can see no other outcome 
than that Russia will se for peace. The 
advices so far seem to show that the 
Japanese achieved their victory by hurl- 


‘ing torpedo boats against the Russians.

OKIO, May 29, 2:50 p. m— 
In the battle fought Satur- 
day in the strait of Korea, the 
Russian battleships Borodino and 
Alexander III, the armored cruisers 
' Admiral Nakahir, Dmitri Donskoi 
and Viadimir ,"Jonomach, the coast 
defense iron clad Admiral Oushakoff, 
the protected cruisers Svietiana and 
Jemoituchig, the repair ship Kamt- 
coatka and the cruiser (?) Irtessin 
were sunk. 
The battleships Orel and Nicholai 
I and the coast defense iron clads 
Admiral Seniavin and General Ad- 
miral Upraxine were captured. 


Description of Ships. 

The Borodino was a first-class bettle 
ship, completed in 1904, of 13,516 tons 
displacement and |6,000-horse-power, giv- 
ing her a speed of about 18 knots. She 
had an armored belt of from 4 to 9 inches 
of Krupp steel, and from 6 to 19 
inches of armor over her gun position 
and bulkheads. Her armament consist- 
ed of four 12-inch guns, twelve 6-inch 
guns and over forty smaller rapid-fire 
guns.

No other motive beside that he consid- 
ered the conduct of his sisters to be bad 
and that he was “tired” of their actions, 
ig shown for the killings, go far as can 
be learned. Just why he kiNed George 
Taylor is not known, since no one knows 
what occurred in the house, 

Neighborg-made no effort to escape, ex- 
pressed no regret over what he had done, 
and seemed to be perfectly conscious of 
the result of his actions. When seen at 
the police station, where he wag confined 
in the city after the killing, Neighbors 
declared, calmly, that he had no atate- 
ment to make and showed no signs of 
intoxication or insanity.

Although Wessel’s extradition from 
Italy was granted on the condition that 
he would not:.be tried for. treason, -the 
whole interest in the case centers. upon 
his supposed sale of German. militar 
secrets, 

It is related openly that Wessel, while 
instructor at Charlottenburg in aesocja- 
tion with a certain Lieutenant Wolff, 
and while at§#iBhed to the general staff 
at Berlin, conveyed intelligence of the 
highest value to France.

Wessel is the husband of Matilde Baum- 
ler, the ‘Veiled Lady” who was constant- 
ly present at the sessiong of the second 
courtmartial which tried Alfred Drey-

ARMED POSSE 
TAKES GODDARD 


Arkansan Killed Two Men, 
Jail Is Being Closely 
Guarded, 


DeQueen, Ark., May 29.—After killing 
two Sevier county citizens, D. Goddard 
was this morning captured by an armed 
posse from this city and placed in the 
city jail 

He waylaid and shot Lee Ward near 
Gilham, May 10, over a trivial dispute, 
and since that time posses have been in 
search of him. Yesterday evening three 
members of a posse came upon him at 
Rolling Fork river, west of Gilham. 
He had his shoes off and was eating 
lunch. Upon seeing his pursuers, ne 
fired upon them, killing James Mills, one 
of the posse. Hs jed barefooted and was 
not seen again until this morning. 

A posse of about twenty-five started 
from DeQueen in search of him this 
morning and found him about a mile 
west of town, Goddard was armed and 
was twice fired at before being captured. 
He was shot in the Tace, arm, side and 
leg, but none of fiis wounds are serious. 

His two victims were popular in their 
localities and there is some talk of lynch- 
ing. The jail is closely guarded, God- 
dard is a widower with tour children, 


GREAT BRITAIN JUBILANT 
OVER TOGO’S GREAT VICTORY. 

London, May 30.—The naval battle be- 
tween the fleets of Togo and Rojestvengs- 
ky’s strikes the imagination of the Brit- 
ish public with far greater force than 
any of the military operations. Hence 
Togo’s victory arouses more intense en. 
thusiasm here than any incident of the 
war, and ig greeted by the newspapers 
and the people with great jwbilation. 
Everywhere it is being compared with 
Trafalgar and Aboukir. 

“Togo,” says The Daily Telegraph ed- 
itorially, “has won the Trafalgar of the 
Far East, and won it as his allies rejoice 
to note, in Neison’s year.”’ 

The same editorial recalls the fact that 
the “Battles of Manila bay and Santiago 
did not cost the Americans a single ship, 
and, indeed, hardly a single life, and it 
vould therefore not be surprising at 
Togo had gained a relatively nbod 
victory.”’ a 

In varying strains of eulogy all the 
papers pay tribute to Admiral Togo’s 
extraordinary success. They say thai 
sun has set on Russia's naval glory, and 
comment on possibilities of peace. Uni- 
versal opinion is that it would be crim- 
inal for the emperor of Russia to. con- 
tinue the war, but serious doubts are 
expressed as to whether Saturday's dis. 
aster will even convince the war party 
in St. Petersburg of the hopelessness of 
a further struggle. The belief seems to 
prevail that it will rather harden the 
hearts of the war advocates to perse- 
vere to the bitter end,

Washington, May  29.—(Special.)—Al) 
the negroes in the country are not dis- 
posed to follow the paths the leaders of 
the republican party have mapped out 
for them. As one proof of this fact, it 
may be stated that there has been re- 
cently organized a society known as the 
Southern Anti-Exodus Association, | the 
purpose of which is to teach the south- 
ern negro that the southern whites are 
his best friends, that the south ig the 
best place for him, and that he will do 
well to let: politics alone. 

Travis Glascoe, a well known colored 
man of Washington, is at the head of 
the association, which, he says, is con- 
stantly growing. ‘‘Self-preservation of 
the colored race is what it will strive 
for,” say he. “It is wholly non-political. 
It aims to conserve and to subserve and 
advance the material and industrial prog- 
‘ress of the negro as an individual, and, 
to that end, it alms to bring about an 


area of better feeling between the white 4 


and black races in the south and south- 
west. It is national in its scope and 
purposes, and it means to inaugurate a 
careful and general investigation of the 
condition of the colored people below 
Mason and Dixon's line. 

What He Found in South. 

“Tl am just from the south, where I 
spent a number of weeks looking over 
the situation. I find that neither the il- 
literate nor the educated negroes are 
dreaming about social equality. If the 
lion and the lamb lie down together, it 
must be by mutual consent, since it takes 
two to make a bargain. We require no 
legislation on that score. It is now 
admitted by all that the newly revised 
constitution of Virginia is constitutional 
and can never be changed, except by the 
party which framed it.

White People and Negroe#. 

“The white people and’ the negroes of 
the south are getting on admirably to- 
gether, generally speaking, and where 
they seek to understand each other, 
there is no friction between them, polli- 
‘es, which was the prime cause of all 
the unpleasantness, having been largely 
eliminated from the equation of our 
status, we are doing business. We are 
progressing. 

“The Southern <Anti-Exodus Associa- 
tion purposes making a thorough inves- 
tigation of the condition of the negro in 
all the southern and southwestern states, 
in order that it may be abie to lay be- 
fore congress at large a true analysis of 
his status from an industrial, social and 
economical standpoint; and it is confi- 
dently believed by the promoters of the 
association that its efforts will bring 
about beneficent results. In the end, 
we hope it will cause a change to coms 
over the average negro’s dream, and en- 
able him to see the light as he never 
saw it before." 

Glascoe realizes that his association 
has a difficult task .before it, but he is 
confident of success, especially since he 
has the good wishes and cooperation of 
a number of white men who regard him 
as industrious and capable. 


STRIKE BREAKER SHOT DOWN. 


Alleged That Strikers Took This 
Means to Remove Him. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., May 29.—An at- 
tempt was made to assassinate Clyde 
Baumgartner, a miner, of Whitwell, a 
mining town of Marion county. This 
was at 2:30 this afternoon. Baumgart- 
ner was going from his work and a 
shot was fired by an unknown party, 
bth barrels of a shotgun being evidently 
discharged, and eleven of the shot took 
effect in his body. He Is thought to be 
fatally wounded. The cause for the act 
is striking miners recognized Baumgart- 
ner as a strike breaker and took this 
means to remove him from their path. 
A liberal reward has been offered for the 

detention of the would-be assassin.

Lumber Firms Shutting Down, Fear- 
ing Police Protection May 
Not Be Adequate—Col- 
lege Boys May Act 
as Guards. 


Chicago, May 29.—Renewed aggres- 
siveness on the part of the employers ir 
the teamsters’ strike is expected on Wed- 
nesday. Taking advantage of the legal 
holiday, which will come tomorrow, plans 
will be formed for extensively increasing 
the amount of deliveries to be made 
from the lumber districts. The down- 
town business houses, where strikes ex- 
ist, have at present ebout 400 unem- 
ployed drivers. These they can not use 
on account of the inability of the po- 
lice department to furnish protection for 
them, and on Wednesday these men 
will be sent to the firms in the lumber 
districts, which are itn need of drivers, 
and a strong and determined effort will 
be made to increase the volume of bus!- 
ness done in that section. 

But Little Disturbance. 

The lumber dealers had two hundred 
teams in operation today. There was 
but little disturbance during the day, 
and none of the fighte was sufficiently 
serious to call for the interference of 
any large body of police, 

Practically all of the teamsters employ- 
ed inthe hardwood dealers’ places in the 
lumber district are now out, and the 
soft lumber dealers are tied up, compar- 


jatively speaking, with the exception of 


one firm, which continues to do business 
with union teamstefs, 

Notwithstanding the shortage in lumber 
deliveries, the buildgng contractors ex- 
press themselves as highly confitient 
that there will be no strike of their men 
and no tie-up in the pbuilding industry.

to the effect that no strike will be called 
by any union on account of the deliv- 
ery of material by non-union men.

PLUM CASE AGAIN ON TRIAL. 


| | Mistrial Resulted One Year Ago and 


Now Former: Conductor Again 
Asks Damages. 

The claim for damages against the 
Southern railway by Harry Plum, who 
lost a foot at Charlotte, N, C., about 
three years ago was put upon its .second 
trial in the United States couri, Judge 
Newman presiding, yesterday morning. 

Harry Plum, it will be remembered, was 
for a number of years a Pullman con- 
ductor, and at the time of the loss of hig 
foot was on the Southern railway run 
between Atlanta and WasHington. One 
night, while the train was at Charlotte, 
Conductor Plum was standing beside his 
ear. As the train moved the conductor's 
foot in some way got under the wheels, 
and was so badly crushed that amputa- 
tion wag found necessary. He was car- 
ried to a hospital in Charlotte, where the 
amputation was effected and where he 
remained until he was physically able to 
be moved to his Atlanta home. At one 
time after the opergtion his condition was 
eritical, and his death would not have 
been a surprise.

If there is one thing in which con- 
sistency should play a more important 


‘|part than ig any other, it is in trust 


busting. The man who raises his 


i yoice in loud protest against some par-' 


ticular trust or monopoly and at the 
game time is silent with regard to 
other trusts and monopolies, makes of 
himself an object of suspicion. There

It is probable that two features ofthe 
Situation will be dealt with at some 
length by the committee.

- It is believed that the present 
law is not specific enough to remedy 
the situation, it is probable that the 
committee will undertake to amend It. 
The other feature is that all pending 
Ordinances propose to allow the cabs to 
charge more for hauling passengers at 
Right to and from the depots and the 
hotels. Members of the cammittee be- 
lieve that a uniform rate of 25 cents 
for both day and night is sufficient, espe- 
Gially as other cities require such a rate 
between dépots and hotels. It is likeTy 
that something will be done about fhis 
matter, thereby preventing the monopoly 
from overcharging the patrons of the 
Pailroads after they have reached the 
eity. 

Councilman W. D. Ellis, Jr., the chair- 
man of the committee, has prepared an 
ordinance regarding the hack business, 
which he will submit to the members of 
his committee this afternoon for their 
consideration. Chairman Ellis announces

Monopoly’s Ordinance is Dead. 

It is certain that the ordinance that 
was drawn for the Atlanta Baggage 
and Cab Company by Marion Smith, who 
is associated with his father, Hon. Hoke 
Smith, and Jacob Haas, president of the 
Atlanta Baggage and Cab Company, will 
not be acted upon favorably by the com- 
mittee. 

The old cabmen of Atlanta whose rates 
have been satisfactory to the public for 
thirty years and who are now struggling 
against this new monopoly that has 
aprung up in Atlanta and which has the 
right, in violation of law, to soncit busi- 
mes aboard incoming truins, will have an 
@ttorney before the committee this af- 
ternoon. They will be represented by 
Maivern Hill. ° The monopoly will prob- 
ably be represented by either Hon. Hoke 
Smith, its general counsel, or by his son. 

The cabmen are willing to maintain the 
old rates and not overcharge the pub- 
lic.

The consequence is that the public -is 
beginning to understand, and the new 
company is doing business, Dut it is in- 
convenient for both the public and the 
company. In .every other city that 
enjoys the blessing of two bagge trans- 
fer companieg they are given equal 
rights in the depot and the depot offi- 
cials take no part in the fight by either 
company for the business.

FEARED ATLANTA 
‘WILL BE CAINER 


Why Commission's “Protective” 
- Policy Is Opposed, 


Railroad Commission Seeks to Give 
Rates Which Will Bujld Up Man- 
ufacturing Enterprises—Strong 
Opposition from Jobbers 
of Other C£tiies. 


There is every , indication that not 
ecnly Savannah, but other communities 
in the state, are going to oppose the 
announced policy of the railroad com- 
mission looking to the building up of 
& system of protection in Georgia, be- 
cause they believe it will make Atlania 
tne most favored city in the matter 
o° trade. 

This protective policy consists in put- 
ting in reduced commodity rates on all 
articles’ manufactureg in Georgia to all! 
points within the state, with a view to 
enabling Georgia manufacturers to com- 
pete successfuly within the state with 
ranufacuring enterprises located in other 
states. 

While the commission proposes to put 
in commodity rates on all manufactured 
articles, and from all the points where 
such articles are made in Georgia, so 
as to give every community an oppor- 
tunity to build up fs manufacturing 
establishments, objection is made _ to 
this policy, especially by Savannah, on 
the ground that it will, for a time, at 
least, give Atlanta a monopoly of the 
jobbing trade. This, it is stated, will 
he the inevitable result because of the, 
fact that wherever a rate is made to 
benefit a manufacturer, the jobber must 
also be given the benefit of the same 
tate, and as Atlanta has vastly more 
manufacturing enterprises than Savan- 
neh or any other city in the state, this 
city would naturally get the henefit 
cf these rates for the jobbing trade in 
those articles which are .manufactured 
here. | 

On the other hand, the railroad com- 
taission contends that it is pursuing the 
only proper policy, because in no other 
way can Georgia’s manufacturing estab- 
lishments be maintained against out- 
side competition for the reason that the 
railroads giye such low interstate rates 
from northern amanufacturing centgrs 
as to put the Georgia manufacturers at 
2 decided disadvantage. 

Commissioner Brown Talks. 

“T regard this policy as the only one 
We can properly pursue, if we ever 
hope to do anything toward building up 
of our 
tate,”’ said Railroad Commissioner Jo- 
seph M. Brown. 

“If it means that a struggle has got 
tc come between the jobbers and the 
rranufacturers of Georgia, it is unfor- 
tunate, but I trust some means will be 
found to avoid any such contest as that. 

“T regard it as not only the right, but 
the duty of the state, to protect and fos- 
ter its mnufacturing enterprises, and 
if the railroads are going to haul into 
Georgia articles manufactured in other 
states at rates with which our home 
manufacturers can not compete, f be- 
lieve it is unquestionably the duty of 
the commision to make rates within 
this state which will put our manufac- 
turers on a living basis. 

“Tt is urged that this will injure the 
jebbing trade, especially in those cities 
which have a smaller number of man- 
uiacturing establishments, because tne 
jobbers in the large manufacturing cen- 
ters will get the benefit of the, manu- 
facturers’ rates. In reply to this, T 
ask why can not the jobbers handle 
Georgia-made goods? Is their prejudice 
such that it will not permit them to do 
so? By handling Georgia-made goods, 
they may secure the advantage of these 
commodity rates. 

“*But the people .do not always want 
them.’ is the answer which some of 
the jobbers make to this suggestion. 
Then, I say, let the people pay the smal} 
Pdditional cost which is involved in the 
freight rate from another state. If a 
Georgian does not want a Georgia-made 
stove, the additional cost for a stove 
so far as the 
freight rate is concerned, would not be 
more than 50 or 60 cents. 

“Who would object to paying 50 cents 
cz: 60 cents more for a stove that he 
wanted, rather than buy something he 
didn’t want? 

“TIT know of no other way tn which we 
can’ hope to build up the manufacturing

“The tranch houses whtth represent 
dealers and manufacturers in other 
states would be forced to withdraw frow 
Georgia under the stress of competition. 
They could not ship goods to Georgia 
points under a higher freight rate than 
that granted D4 Atlanta manufacturers. 
The commissi might as well grant a 
lower rate to Georgia cotton than to cot- 


force the rates on manufactured articles, 
as is intended. 

‘There is no donbre that the stove rate 
is but the beginning of a system which 
wlll put every commodity in the state on 
a different footing. It means an up- 
heaval in the existing order of things, 
and is one of the most serious ques- 
tions with which we have ever been 
ronffronted."’

Some two years ago through the influ-| 


ence of the National Association of 
Credit Men in the several states was 
introduced what is khown as the bulk 
bill law. This law has new been passed 
by the majority of the states throughout 
the union and was passed by the Geor- 
gia legislature some two years az 
through the direct influence of the Af- 
lanta Credit Men's. Association. Since 
then the membership has considerably 
increased and other associations have 
been established in Savannah, Athens, 
Macon and Augusta. 

It is now proposed by the cooperation 
of the Credit Men throughout the state 
and at the suggestion of the Atlania 
Credit Men, that the bill be presented 
to the coming legislature, which meéts in 
June, correcting certain abuses in ref- 
erence to the filing of chattel- mort- 
gages. 

As the law now stands, any one en- 
tering into collusion with dishonest cred- 
itors can, immediately before bankruptcy 
proceedings, have filed a mortgage which 
purports to have been given four monthg 
prior, to the date of filing and by holding 
this mortgage would become a preferred 
oreditor under the national bankrupt act. 
It is the purpose of the Credit Men’s As- 
sociation to prevent as far as possible 
such fraud in commercial] practies and 
should be enacted requiring mortgages 
dated from the actual date on which they 
they consider it necessary that a law 
are filed for record. This bill, which 
Was proposed by the legislative commit- 
tee of the Atlanta Credit Men’s Associa- 
tion some eighteen months ago, will be 
placed before the Georgia legislature at 
their next meeting and with the com- 
bined influence of the Credit Men and the 
mercantile houses throughout. the state 
‘will no doubt become a law, 

There is another very important mat- 
ter to be considered by the association 
at the meeting tonight or at some fu- 
ture, meeting,- and that is the eetablish- 


ment of a bureau of investigation and’ 


prosecution. These bureaus are now be- 
ing established in the bie iobbing cen- 
ters throughout the United States by the 
different branches of the National] Asso- 
clation and after they become thorough?

Albany, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Not in 
fifteen years have cotton fields in this 
section of the state been in the grass 
as they are today. The situation is more 
serious than is imagined by those who 
have not traveled through the country 
districts and seen the situation at its 
worst. 

Perhaps not before in the history of 
this county has it 
completely abandon whole fields on ac- 
count of the grass. In order to save 
the greater portion of their crops some 
farmers have given over smaller fields 
and concentrated their entire forces of 
laborers where there was prospect of 
getting the upper hand of the grass. 

A prominent farmer of “this county 
made a 20-mile trip through one of the 
best farming sections of southwest Geor- 
gia yesterday, and stated that the situ- 
ation was alarming. He declared that on 
every farm the grags was howng hig 
carnival. Laborers to meet the emer- 
gency are not to be had at any price 
and the farmers are exceedingly gloomy 
over the outlook. The above mentioned 
farmer asatated that in his opinion one- 
twelfth of the cotton acreage would be 
destroyed by the grass. Showery weath- 
er continues. 

Columbus, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—‘‘I 
have never seen south Georgia crops so 
far in the grass as they are this spring,” 
said Judge E. T. Hickey, of Lumpkin, 
who spent today in Columbus. 

“Tt rained every day last week but one 
in Stewart county,” he said. ‘In some 
cases the fields are so overrun with grass 
that the farmers are plowing up and 
starting .over. I recently made.a trip 
frmo Lumpkin to Macon by tue way of 
Cordele. I have traveled through that 
country for many years, but never saw 
it so overrun with grass before.”

NO SHUT DOWN OF COAL MINES. 


Law Forbidding is Passed by the 
Prussian Diet. 

Berlin, May 29.—The Prussian diet to- 
day passed a Aw forbidding owners to 
shut down coal mines unless in Cases 
where it can be proved that the mines 
have been operated at a loss. The law is 
the outgrowth of conditions which arose 
about a year ago, when the coal syndl- 
cate was reorganized and a number of 
the smaller mines where the cost of op 
eration were relatively high were shut 
down. This caused a considerable loss 
of employment in some districts, com- 
pelling the miners to migrate to districis 
where the most powerful companies were 
situated, 

The law passed today empowers the 
emperor's board of mining inspectors ‘io 
order resumptidn of work at any mine 
which has been idle for six: months, pro- 
vided it can be shown that the ruine can 
be operated prifitabl y. If the own- 
ers refuse the board can institute com- 
puleory process. The owners have the 
right to abandon their property to the 
state if they are unwilling to continue 
operations or the state can as a liast 
resort dispossess the recalcitrant own- 
ers.

The Kentucky metropolis, whose sym- 
pathies were with the seuthland from 
the fall ef Fort Sumter te the surrender 
of Kirby SmNb on the Rie Grande, are 
making extensive and liberal preparations 
for the gathering of ‘05. . 

It is. the leading and most influential 
men af the city who compose the com- 
mittees arranging for the reception and 
\the enfertainment of the visiting vet- 

rans. For weeks past these men have 
given unsparingly of their time to make 
the coming reunion the most delightful 
and suocessful in the history of the 
United Confederate Veterans annua] gath. 
erings. <A reunion was heli in Louls- 
Ville a few years ago, vut it was an iIn- 
céessant fain which greeted the Confeder- 
ate Veterans and which gave them a 
goodbye. Louisville was nox asatisticd 
with that reunion, and at every gathering 
since her people have been trying to se- 
cure the reunion another time “just to 
show the boys who wore the grey what 
we can do when tke sun is shining.”’ 

Every Confederate Veteran camp in the 
country, and there are 1,535 of these 
camps scattered in thirty-five states of 
the union, has been communicated with 
directly and the committees have been 
enabled to ascertain approximately the 
number of veterans who will attend the 
coming reunion. The committees have 
also secured from the same sources some- 
thing like a relative idea or the number 
of visitors outside of the veterans, the 
Sons of Veterans and the Daughters of 
the Confederacy, who will be present, 

Conveyances for Cripples. 

In a letter to General A. J. West, of 
Atlanta, General Basil W. Duke, a broth- 
er in law of General John Morgan, and 
third vice president of the Louisville 
executive committee, says Louiswille is 
anticipating the largest gathering of 
confederate veterans ever known, the 
thinning ranks being taken into con- 
sideration, and has the most sanguine 
r@éasons to believe that there will be in 
Louisville during the days of the reunion 
200,000 visitors outside the veterans and 
those who are coming with them as 
accompanying guests. 

In another letter to General West, this 
one from General Bennet H. Young, who 
is vice president of the Louisville exec- 
utive committee, it is said: 

“We have arranged conveyances for 
such of the confederates as may not feel 
able to walk during the parade of the 
confederate veterans’ reunion on the 
i6th of June.” 

General Young then asked General 
West to give him such information as 
to the number of infirm or crippled vet- 
erans as could be obtained in order that 
abundant provisions in the way of “nice 
conveyances’ could be made in ample 
time. General West is informed that the 
veterans riding will be in the division 
representing the state from which they 
come. Still another communication came 
to General West yesterday. it being a 
cireular letter from John H. Leathers, 
president of the confederate reunion com- 
mittee. In the letter is— 

“The executive committee desires to 
say, in emphatic terms, that ample and 
generous arrangements will be provided 
for those who will not be able to defray 
their own expenses while in the city.” 

Concluding, the paper says: 

“The executive committee congratu- 
lates itself upon the handsome provision 
which the city of Louisville has made 
for the entertainment of our comrades. 
They recognize in the men who wore 
the gray as the most welcome of ail 
guests who come within her gates, and 
it ig beli¢ved that her reception of them 
will eQual all reasonable expectations 
and demands.’’ 

Colonel Norton’s Welcome. 

) Colonel George C. Norton, one of the 
largest merchants of the city of Lovis- 
ville, a native of Georgia. who com- 
manded the Eighth Georgia regiment 
when the civil] war began, has invited 
every member of that regiment who is to 
visit Louisville as a participant in the 
reunion to become his guest at the Wil- 
lard hotel.

Upholds New York Lan, | 


Decision Means That Corporations} 


Must ‘Pay $24,000,000 Into 
the State Tr 
Fight Made to Over. 
throw the Law.

Washington, May 29.—The New York 
special franchise tax cases were decided 
teday by the supreme court of the United 
States adversely to the corporations by 
which they were breught to the court. 

The decision was handed down by Jua- 
tice Brewer and it held the law under 
which the tax was levied te be valid. 

The cases have attracted much atten- 
tfon from the time of their inception, not 
only because new principles of taxation 
were involved in thelr settlement, but 
because of the large interests involved. 
They constituted a direct attack upon 
the special franchise tax: law of the 
atate of New York of 1899 when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was governor, 

The law subjects to a system of gen- 
eral ad valorem taxation the special and 
local franchises of the public utilities, 
such as street cars, electric light, gas 
and telephone plants occupying the pub- 
lic streets, 

The cases were argued for the corpora- 
tions by Hon. Elihu Root and W. D. 
Guthrie and for the state by Attorney 
General Mayer and Louis Marshall. 

The law was sharply assailed by 
Messrs, Root and Guthrie as unconsti- 
tutional on the ground that it impairs 
the obligation of contracts under which 
the corporations acquired and own their 
franchises and that it operates to deny 
them the due process and the protection 
of the law as guaranteed by the four- 
teenth amendment. 

Decision Means $24,000,000 Taxes. 

New York, May 28.—Unpaid faxes 
amounting to almost $24,000,000 in the 
Greater New York are made payable 
by the decision of thé supreme court of 
the United States upholding the state 
tax on corporation franchises. Among 
the companies affected and the sums due 
from them under the law are the follow- 
ing: 

Th Manhattan Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, $4,221,951; Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany, $1,489,066; Metropolitan Tractfon 
system, %6,025,184; Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company $2,222,656; Brooklyn 
Union Company, $931,268, and the 
New York and Harlem Railroad Com- 
pany, $984,024.

faithfully, making ten trips a month till 
June, 1880. On each trip he traveled 480 
miles, thence he was transferred to the 
Atianta and Nashville route, making 
eight trips of 596 miles each month, con- 
tinuously up to the present time, With 
only one exception. This was last Feb- 
ruary, when by some means to him yet 4 
mystery he found himself, after a few 
days of slight illness, the subject of 4 
well-developed case of confluent small- 
pox. Of course he was laid off for a 
while, going to the Atlanta smallpox in- 
firmary for thirty-three days. As soon 
as presumed safe, he returned to duty, 
and now within a few days he will have 
filled one position continuously and faitn- 
fully, traveling the same route for the 
last twenty-four years. He estimates, and 
oorrectly, too, that on the Western and 
Atiantic for his first two and a halt 
years that he traveled at least 108,000 
miles. On the Selma, Rome and Dalton, 
in eight and a half years, 470,000 miles. 
In the last twenty-four years, from this 
city to Nashville, 1,190,000 miles, making 
a total of at least 1,768,000 miles of con- 
tinuous railroad travel, and that, too, in 
only three states—Georgla, Alabama and 
Tennessee. The tmmensity of this travel, 
in only three states and within 30v miles 
of Atlanta, can be better appreciated 
when it is taken into consideration that 
the equatorta] circumference of the earth 
is only 24,000 miles, and compared to the 
miles of railroad travel performed by 
Mr Thompson, he would have gone 
around the earth within the last thirty- 
five years seventy-four times, averaging 
something over two trips around this 
mundane sphere each year. 

When Sir Francis Drake, before the era 
of steam either by rail or sail. first ac- 
complished the hitherto unknown feat in 
three years and six months ne was ac- 
corded great praise, and properly, too. 
Compared to Mr. Thompson, Sir Francis 
would have required at least two hun- 
dred and sixty years to have done as 
much traveling as Mr. Thompson has 
done, not taging into account a few days 
of rest and recruiting after each trip. Of 
course, Mr. Thompson rested off oc- 
easionally once or twice each year, but 
he can more than count up extra service 
during the year to counterbalance tho 
rest off epells. During Mr. Thompson's 
long service in the United States mall 
department he has witnessed in his own 
and neighboring states many wonderful 
changes in towns and cities. For  in- 
stance, he was born and reared till he 
entered the confederate service a mere 
youth during the latter two years of the 
war, within 2 miles of Jug Tavern, now 
Winder, in Gwinnett. county. Although 
he has lived to see Jug Tavern changed 
from a mere wayside inn and country 
cross roads into a thriving, growing, up- 
to-date business town, with every pros- 
peot of becoming a county site, he has 
never become reconciled to the change of 
name. Mr. Thompson in his boyhood 
days received a tradition from his old 
grandfather, James Thompson, who was 
a ploneer settler in this land, even before 
the classic city, Athens, had a name or 
position on the map. 

Jug Taverh was first opened and run 
for many years by &® man and wife by 
the name of Reynolds, but his name, 
compared to the manner in which all

Jug Tavern in 
consequence became «9 popular that 
often scores of wayfarers would hasten 
to get there by 2 or 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon and stay still next forning, or 
sometimes till the next. It became very 
convenient to stop over on Sunday, even 
to people who had not before been too 
observant of the Sabbath, Hence Jug 
Tavern was a name handed down to pos- | 
terity, and although Mr. Thompson looks 
not upon the wine when ft is red, he feels 
that for the sake of the good old days In 
Gwinnett, when “landlord filled the flow- 
ing bow) til] it did run over,” that Jug 
Tavern should be retained in place of 
the fore euphonious name of Winder, the 
present bustling young city. 

Mr. Thompson also speaks interesting- 
ly of the city of Anniston, now the second 
city of manufacturing importance in the 
@tate of Alabama. He remembers well, 
when on thig route in the early seventies 
of the last century, that at Rome one 
night Sam Noble boarded the train, giv- 
ing the information that he had then in 
contemplation the building of a town, or 
at least of establishing a station, at the 
foot of Blue mountain, the present site 
of Anniston. At that time, outside of the 
mining interest there was scarcely a 
peg weysupuliyg_ ‘punore seljur uy esnoy 
just emerged from the Elyton Land Com. 
pany, assuming its pregent name. Now 
Anniston and vicinity boast of 35,000 peo- 
ple, with every prospect of doubling 
within the next twenty years. 

During this continued strenuous ser- 
vice Mr. Thompson has seen Atlanta 
grow from a place of 15,000 people to at 
least 100,000. Then there were only four 
railroads, the Georgia, State, Atlanta and 
West Point and Macon, now known as 
Central. Today she is the teaming cen- 
ter.of thirteen lines giving immediate and 
prompt connection to every point in 
America. In 1869 Mr, Thompson could- 
carry in one sack all the mal) destined 
for his route. Today over this same road 
it often requires from three to four of 
Uncle Sam's largest cars to carry the 
mail. 

He has also seen the face of the coun- / 
try charge very materially. From com- 
paratively waste places and dense for- 
ests have sprung up such cities as’ Way- 
cross, Cordele, Jessup, Fitzgerald and 
hundreds of other towns, thus requiring 
the constant studying the geography of 
the whole country. He has also seen 
such improvement in railroad facilities 
that instead of ten railroads as was 
then the number in the state of about 
',000 miles there are now seventy-five 
Tailroads with a probable aggregate of 
7,500. miles. Then only about thirty 
counties out of the 135 in the state 
were touched by rail. Now there are 
only five in the state having no railroai 
connection. 

All this wonderful change Mr. Thomp- 
son had to be studying closely in de- 
tall every day and every night. This 
fact shows what wonderful activity this 
man has exercised for the last thirty- 
five years in keeping in perfect touch 
with his business. Mr. Thompson tells 
me that at any hour of the night, how- 
ever dark it may be, he can tell almost 
the identical crosstie he is passing over.

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Philadelphia Ring Brought to 
Terms by Mayor. Weaver, 


Israel Durham, Leader of the Ma- 
chine, Tells the Mayor That 
There Will Be No Op- 

position—Mayor is Now 
Mayor in Deed. 


Philadelphia, May 29.—State Insurance 
Commissioner Israel W. Durham, leader 
of the republican organization in Phila- 
delphia for the last ten years, and whose 
influence reached far into the interior of 
Pennsylvania, late this afternoon uncon- 
ditionally surrendered to Mayor Weaver, 
who opened the war on the organization 
last Tuesday. The action of Leader Dur- 
ham was a great surprise to the péople 


‘of the city, as all his Weutenants and 


the rank and file of the organization had 
been given to understand that the fight 
begun by Mayor Weaver over the gas 
lease would be fought to a finish. It 
had been announced that the fight the 
organization was making in the courts 
against the mayor’s new directors taking 
office would be carried into select coun- 
cil when the mayor sent their names for 
confirmation. The mayor and his friends 
promptly took up the gage of battle 
and started to wage a bitter war on the 
councilmmen who § intended to vote 
against confirmation of the .officials. 
Why Durham Quit. 

In the forenoon today Leader Durham 
sent for the ward leaders, nearly all of 
whom responded and pledged their fealty 
to the organization, and it looked as 
though the fight would be a long one. 
Shortly after this meeting, however, Wil- 
liam S. Ware, recorder of deeds, a close 
political friend of Durham, called on 
the mayor and assured him that he and 
his brother, Senator George W. Ware, 
would stand by him. The Ware brothers 


hold large city contracts, among them 
being the street cleaning contract for 
this year. This move caused a sensa- 
tion in political circles, and rumors be- 
came current that the organization was 
crumbling, Mr. Durham sent for some 
of the ward leaders and after a confer- 
ence he released them from their pledges 
to stand by him, and made fie following 
announcement: 

“I have advised my friends not to op- 
pose the confirmation of A. Lincoln 
Acker as director of public works, and 
Colonel Sheldon Potter, as director of 
public safety, if their names are sent to 
select council by the mayor.” 

The mayor is now in control of mu- 
nicipal affairs. What the organization 
will now do, has not yet been definitely 
determined. Reform organizations of the 
city have already announced that they 
will follow up the advantage already 
gained and attémpt to defeat Parry 
Ransley, president of select council, who 
is the republican organization's candi- 
date for sheriff at the November saeail 
tion. 

Mayor Weaver. 

Mayor Weaver was a happy man to- 

day. Much of his time was taken up 
with delegations of citizens who called 
on him to offer their assistance in his 
fight. The largest delegation to call was 
a committee of business men from the 
twenty-sixth ward. To them he said 
that too much credit had been given him 
for the victory already won, as it was 
the people that won the fight and not 
hign. 
In view of the abandonment of the fight 
against the mayor, it is probable that 
the injunction proceedings instituted last 
week, and which will come up to argu- 
ment in common pleas court on Wednes- 
Gay, will be dropped. Counsel for the 
plaintiffs will hold a conference tomor- 
row. 

Hight ward meetings planned last week 
were held tonight, at which addresses 
were made by prominent cftizens in which 
they called upon those assembled to 
stand by the mayor in whatever action 
he may take in the future for the good 
of the. city. 

Mayor Weaver today received the fol- 
lowing telegram from Governor Folk, of 
Missouri: 

“Keep up the fight. The cost will 
sometimes seem hard work and the way 
dark, but remember no matter how 
mighty the forces of corruption may be, 
you have behind you the strongest ma- 
chine in the world—the heart and con- 
science of the people of America.’’
